Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, i.e., U.S. Patent Application Pubhcation No. 2002/0156842 by 
Signes et al. and U.S. Patent No. 6,785,704 to McCanne, taken singly or in combination, fail to 
teach or suggest the following features, when these features are taken in combination with the 
remaining features of the respective independent claim: 

determining a type of media service needed to be performed by a third network 
connected component on at least a portion of said content to fialfill said request, wherein 
said type of media service comprises format conversion services; 
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configuring said data relaying component to forward packets of said content that 
do not need said type of media service to be performed thereon directly to said first 

network connected component (claims 1, 12, 23).
